Recommends Project 


to City Council 


Hope's municipal swimming; 


pool project will be presented 
to the city council Tuesday 
night by the seven community 
organizations which endorsed 
it at a committee meeting 
Monday night in the city hall. 


The civic groups were represented 


jy a combined committee of 21 men 
and women, and the history and plans 
of the natatorium were gone over for 
an hour and a half. 


Emphasis was laid on the fact that 


the federal government is going to 
spend 3Ms billion dollars on public 
works, and whatever share any com- 
munity passes up which it is justly 
'ntitled to will be spent elsewhere. 


A Federal Project 


Under the Public Works section of 
he National Recovery Act, Alex. H. 
Washburn said, the federal govern- 
ment is offering an outright grant of 
30 per cent of the cost of municipal 
projects, with a 25-year loan for the 
~0 per cent balance. 


E. F. "McFaddin went over in detail 
he plan of the Parks and Recreation 
Commission of Austin, Texas, advising 
hat a similar department should be 
ct up in Hope, to which the city 
:puld deed the proposed natatorium 
ite, and which in turn could then 
pledge this real estate to the federal 
government for the construction loan. 


Speakers recalled that the city'couri- 
il a year ago passed the natatorium 
iroject, but encountered a legal dif- 
iculty in attempting to pledge prop- 
rty for the government loan.

lifficully, it is believed. 


For the Youngsters 


The Rev. Wallace R. Rogers said that 
vhile the federal financing plan ap- 
arently relieves municipal taxpayers 
f any burden, merely pledging the 
icome of the pool to retirement of 
the debt, the project was worth-while 
even if in future years there should 
be some liability on the city's part. 


"All of us have been talking about 


the taxpayers," he said, "but some- 
body should talk about the youngsters 
who run around this town but have 
no place to swim." 


Dr. A. C. Kolb recommended the 


municipal natatorium as an answer to 
the threat of infection from unregu- 
lated, insanitary swimming places. 
"Doctors see too many cases of infect- 
ed eyes, cars and throats, traceable to 
swimming in polluted 
waters," 
he 


said.

eral penitentiary to Illinois state pris- 
on at Joliet to be held there pending 
trial in Chicago on charges of racket 
conspiracy.

The governor's proclamation issued 
a week ago, setting forth 16 legisla- 
tive subjects for consideration at the 
special session, and a' supplemental 
call, naming two new subjects, were 
read at the opening session of each 
house at 10 a. m. The new subjects 
are reorganization of the state Board 
of Education and 
appropriation of 


funds to pay salaries earned under a 
deficiency proclamation issued for the 
Conservation and Inspection Depart- 
ment in 1931 by former Governor Par- 
nell. 


Important Measures 


Without a new law on the statute 


books, Arkansas could not obtain its 
full share of benefits from the federal 
government under the public works 
program, the governor declared, and 
without an enabling act, all building 
and loan associations in 
the state 


would be forced into bankruptcy, as 
they would not be able to exchange 
mortgages for Home Owners Loan 
Corporation bonds. 


Developments in (Tie federal bank- 


ing laws since the enactment of the 
Glass-Steagall act, which, 
among 


other things, repealed the double lia- 
bility law, would force every bank in 
Arkansas to close unless the legisla- 
ture passed a measure "to 
enable 


them to meet the situation," Governor 
Futrell said. 


The governor declared that he had 


no personal interesf in either of the 
measures except as a citizen of the 
state," and added, "But the thought 
occurred to me that legislation of this 
character ought to be enacted." 


Views On Beer Legislated 


Referring to the proposed legalizing 


of 'the sale of beer, Governor Futrell 
raid he believed its sale should be le- 
galized and that the illegal manufac- 
ture and sale of "home brew" should 
be stopped. 


"If beer is to be sold, it is much 


better that it be solfl lawfully than 
unlawfully," he continued. "But is: 
the beverage is intoxicating it should 
not be licensed or sold at all. Con- 
gress has said that 3.2 per cent beer is 
not intoxicating. Although its sale is 
not now legal, it is being sold every- 
where in the state. I doubt that there 
is a city or village in Arkansas where 
you can't buy beer. This wholesale 
violation of the law is having a de- 
moralizing effect upon law enforce- 
ment in general. Disrespect for one 
law tends tc create disrespect for all 
laws.

"Instead of Dictatorship," by Henry 


Hazlitt, proposes one of the most far- 
reaching political reforms ever sug- 
gested in this country; and if, as I 
suspect, it will win few converts, it 
at least is qualified to serve the very 
useful purpose of stirring up a lot of 
wholesome discussion. 


Mr. Hazlitt points, first of all, to the 


inescapable fact that our present form 
of federal government is exceedingly 
clumsy and inefficient. But he does 
not believe that these faults are' in- 
herent in democracy itself; they arise, 
he says, simply because our govern- 
mental framework cerates them. 


In place of president and Congress, 


Mr. Hazlitt would have a national 
council of 12 legislators, chosen at 
large by proportional representation. 


If any candidate got more than half 


the first-choice votes, he would be 
president; if not, the council would 
elect one of its own number president. 
The right of veto would be greatly 
modified. All hands would stand for 
reelection every two years. 


All of this may not appeal to you 


very greatly. But it does provoke 
thought about the fundamentals of 
our government, and fo rthat reason 
i seems to me to be 
useful, as well 


as readable, little article.
